’ CHITTAGONG. 


_ Chittagong, Sept. 2. 

Communal tension rose to a 
dengerots pitch in the rioting yos- 
terday between Moslems and 
Hindus, following thy murder of 2 
Moalem police inspector by a 
Hindu boy, * 

Residents experien¢ed a day of 
terror. With uncontrollable fury, 
an angry mob swept down on the 
commercial area, paralysing all 
buainess activities, wrecking shops 
ond indulging in wholesale leot- 
ng. . 

The damage done is so extensive 
that the losses aro estimated to 
amount to £750,000. 

Jewellers’ shops cume in for tha 
brunt of the attack. Shops and 
safes were ransacked. Gold and 
silver goods wore atolen and at- 
tempte at arson were {requent. 

The District Magistrate and the 
Superintendent of Police had a 
trying time in extinguishing out- 
breaks of flre, and in attempting 
to calm tha temper of the mob. 

It was pot until late in 
afternoon that ‘flying squads of 
police succeeded gradually in 
gaining the upper hand. Banks 
and the Jaw courts were closed. 
The police successfully repulsed 
an attack on the Mahaluxmi Bank. 

The curfew was enforced at five 
o'clock. . 

Telegraphic communication was 
temporarily suapended, and the 
delivery of mails was impossible. 

Many people were injured. The 
deputy omagistrate’s head was 
fractured, and cight other per-] 
rona were taken to hospital . for 
treatment. 

The looting was contined to the 
Hindu business area, and all 
Europeans appear to be safe, * 

The situation now seema to ‘be 
well in hand. Residents who had 
fled. for safety returned to their 
homes,

FEWER BIRTHS, — 
BIG DECLINE IN 
' MARRIAGES. 


Yet another decline in the growth 


-of Great Britain's population Is re- 


corded in the quarterly return end- 
ing Junc 80 o1 the Registrar-Gen- 
eral, ite TNs 

The report shows a general de- 
cline of births, marringes (In tho 
first quarter of the year), and 
deaths. ~ : 

The number of lve births record- 
ed was 163,874—a decline of 6,338 
from the figure for the correspond. 
Ing quarter of 1930, Deaths; which 
totalled 114,770, were 3,347 more 
‘than in the corresponding quarter 
of 1930, but 47,498 fewer than in 
the quarter, Immcdfately preceding. 

The figures show that the natural 
incrense of population by excess of 
births over deaths was 49,174—the 
lowest recorded for the recond 
quarter in the last four years. 

The death-rate wan 11.6 per 1,000 
of the population or 0.3 per 1,000 
above that recorded for the corres- 
ponding: quarter of Inst year, 
mortality of infants below tho age 
of one yenr was seven per 1,vu0 
lower than the avernge for the ten 
preceding second quarters, 

Marriages showed a decline in 
compariaon with both quarters. The 
total number of persons married 
was 93,208, a decrense of 65,942 on 
the last quarter of 1990 and of 
4,286 on the first quarter, 

During the quarter more males 
were born than females, but the 
balance of “surplus: women" was 
maintainek by an excess of male 
deaths, “The figures were:

CAUSE OF COLDS. 


“DOUBTS SETTLED BEYOND 
DISPUTE.” 


The common cold has been 
traced by Professor A. R, Dochez 
and his colleagues of Columbia 
University, New York, to a fliter- 
able virus, which has a life, after 
removal from the human subject, 
pf 74 days. 

The culmination of Professor 
Dochez's work, which is described 
in the “Lancet,” was that his fif- 


s}teenth sub-culture, representing i 


dilution of ene in a thousand mil- 
lion million of the original = ma- 
terfal, produced typleal colds in 
two out of three human volun- 
teers. Doubts as to the primary 
cause of the common cold have 
teen vettled beyond dispute, com- 
ments the “Lancet,” by Professor 
Dochez's work, 

“The results of experiments on 
apes,” continnes the article, “left 
no doubt that the cold virus was 
n filter-passer. Typical colds were 


produced in chimpanzees by means |- 


of the filtered 
washings, The human experl- 
ments were just as conclitsive. 
Not less interesting: are the xpecu- 
lations of Professor Dochez and 
hia collahorators on the part play- 
ed by this yirus tn respiratory in- 
fections in general. 

Observation 
shown thal the common cold hus 
three penks of incidence-— one in 
September and October, another in 
Jannary and February, and a 
third in April and May. Further, 
the cases ovcurrings in winter and 
spring are generally more’ severe 
than those arising in the autumn. 

The further suggestion is made 
that the virus traced by Professor 
Dochez may be in part responsible 
for the increased incidence of 
pneumonia and bronchial infee- 
tions asx the winter advances.
